RE public utilities "interesting"? 
The average American is interested in 


them as a consumer, a taxpayer, a voter, and as an investor. 
In how 


many of these groups do you fall? 
Certainly in the first three, and probably in 


?.!! four. 
If you do not fall in the investor class, but are carrying some form of 


t insurance, or have money in a savings bank, the probabilities are that some of 
your money is re-invested in public utilities. 


Your interest in your local light company or street railway company is much 


mere than a passing interest and your study of its affairs should go much deeper 


lhan a mere criticism of its bills and its service. 
It is your business t* look far 


errjugh behind the scenes to know whether complaints are justified, whether 
they are'thc result of poor management or grasping management, or are due to 
the company's not being allowed to earn enough revenue to enable if. to give 
satisfactory service. 
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Many of the utility companies .have had a hard time, during the past few 


years of inflation, in maintaining the integrity of their credit structures. 
Regu- 


lated ss they are by State commissions—sbw-moving bodies that must act with 


caution on the question of increased rates—they have in practically no case been 
abic to increase their charges in propartion to the increase in their costs. 
How- 


ever, most of (hem have now obtained increases enough to mainatin their sol-- 
vency snd to justify confidence in their future. 


The cast to the public of heat, light, power, telephones, street-railway 


transportation, and ether conveniences furnished by the utility companies has 
increased comparatively little during the past few years. 
To pay their fixed 


charges,'many of the companies have had to reduce dividends or cut them off 
entirely. 
Gut of earnings, few companies'have been able to proceed With need- 


ed development and expansion, and much of what has been done along that 
line has been done by payments out of surplus, or by borrowing more money. 


Cn the other side of the picture, however, there are conditions that prevent 


the utilities from getting any unmerited sympathy. They have not suffered from 


many of the ills that have beset most industries. 
Public utilities do busmen 


on virtually a cash basis. 
They have no bills receivable on account of forward 


- contracts which may be subject to cancellation or to adjustment on a new basis. 


They have had practically no inventories to write down, few bad debts to write 


off, no great decrease in volume of business, and they.are now getting the benefit 
of declining costs. 


Study the utilities in their fourfold relation to you. 
Find out how deeply 


their development is interwoven with the prosperity of the nation. 
Public util- 


ities are enormous users of coal, steel, rubber, lumber, concrete, glass, tile, lead, 
pipe of all kinds, and copper. 
None of them manufactures its own electric 


equipment, for example. 
They buy in open market, and our great electrical- 


supply companies, with their immense pay rolls, are maintained largely by the 
activities of public utilities. 
* 


Find out, also, how much you have personally invested in the utilities. 


Some fifteen billion dollars is at present invested in their securities, either direct- 
ly or through institutions. Certainly America has a selfish reason to insist that 
the interest on this great sum is fairly earned, and that the principal is protected 
by wise and fair regulatory bodies, and guarded by a public good will that de- 
mands justice on one side and efficient management on the other.

We cannot get along without heat, 


without light, without power, without telephones, without street railways. We 
have every right to demand that if we give the utilities a square deal we shafl get 
in return a square deal from them. 
When costs are reduced we can deottnd 


after a sufficient time that rates be reduced. 


It has been impressed upon the utilities in no uncertain way that the public 


must be treated honestly. 
The public, in turn, must now be not too insistent 


that, because costs are being stepped down, rates shall be stepped down cor- 
respondingly. 
They will come down, but die utilities should be given fiwt » 


period of better earnings, so that they may come before the public fairly and 
borrow the dollars they urgently need to measure up to the opportunity for ser- 
vice that is in front of them.
